Tux difappointed Author applied to 
ſeveral other Bookſellers, but the ſame 
Demand of Security from Loſs was de- 
manded, at length he happened to meet 
with a young Fellow juſt fet up, who of- 


fered to print the Poem at his own Ex- 


pence, and to account to the Author for 
the Half of any Advantages that might ac- 
crue from the Publication. The Propoſal 
was immediately complied with, and Mar- 
cus returned Home to his Lodging. To be 


brief, the Poem was publiſhed, and the 


Sale juſtified the moſt ſanguine Expecta- 


tions of the Author, who was enabled to 
diſcharge the Reckoning he owed his 


Landlord; and pay off a few other ſmall 


Author-Bookſeller above mentioned, find- 


ing the Poem he had unadviſedly reject, 
ed fold very well, refolved to ſecure the 
Nes e Author

Author of it for himſelf, and ſent a very 
complaiſant Meſſuage to him, deſiring the 
Favour of his Company to Dinner on 4 
certain. Day. Marcys complied with the 
Invitation, and was received with the ut- 
moſt Civility. Dinner ended, a long 
Diſcourſe enſued, which terminated in a 
Propoſal of the Bookſeller's for Marcus 
immediately to ſet about a larger Work. 
The Author had no Objection but one to 
the Propoſal, which was that as he could 
not complete his Performance in leſs than 
three Months, Money to pay his Land- 


lord and find himſelf in Neceſſaries, 


would certainly be wanted. This Diffi- 
culty was immediately obviated by the 
Bookſeller, who put ten Guineas into his 
Hand, and deſired him to draw upon 
him for a Sum of the ſame Value, if he 
wanted it within the appointed Time. 


O the appointed Day the Work was 


produced into the World, and Marcus 
flattered himſelf that by his Writings he 


might gain a competent Livelihood. But 


he was unfortunately diſappointed, for 
calling at the Bookſellers about a Month 
after the Publication of his Book to re- 
cruit his Caſh, which was by this Time 
pretty well ſunk, he was Res Nera that 
his Performance had not ſold ſufficiently to

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defray even the Expence of Advertiſing ; 


and that he ſhould next Day have an Ac- 


count of the Gain and Loſs. Marcus 
was Thunder-ſtruck at the News, but he 
had no Remedy, for his Contract with 
the Bookſeller being only Verbal, and 


having no Witneſſes to prove it, he found 


his Aﬀairs in a Situation very far from 
Agreeable. However the next Day, 
by the Account he received he was thirty- 
ſeven Pound eighteen Shillings and ten 
Pence Debtor to his Bookſeller. Then 


the poor Man's Book it feems, ſaid Eu- 


genio, did not fell at all? You are very 


much miſtaken, anſwered Aſinodeus. The 


firſt Edition was ſold off in a very few 
Days, and unknown to the Author, a Se- 
cond was printed, of which very few re- 
mained, when Marcus applied to his 
Publiſher for a Reinforcement. He had 
not a great Deal of Time to debate what 
Methods he muſt perſue to extricate him- 
ſelf out of this Difficulty, when a Porter 
from a Neighbouring Tavern brought 
Word, that a Gentleman there deſired to 
ſpeak with him. The unſuſpicious Marcus 
went along with the Meſſenger, and had 
no ſooner entered the Tavern, than a 
Two-legged Animal, well known for
